FOR HIGH VALUATION 


Th«* new 
transportation 
con­ 
tracts that shippers of live stock 
have to sign with flu* 
railroad 
companies has a valuation w rit­ 
ten into the contract. 
»Shippers 
have to sign a 
release to their 
live stock at the follow ing rates: 
Hogs and calves, $10 per h ea d ; 
eows, $30; ste«*rs, $50. This law, 
th«* Cummins act, applies to inter­ 
state shipm ents only. If it is not 
done th«* railroads may refuse the 
shipment. If a higher valuation is 
placed the rat«*s are 
higher ac­ 
cording to the follow ing schedule: 
."»0 p«*r cent higher valuation, 3 
p»*r cent additional freight, 
100 
per c«*nt higher valuation, 6 per 
cent additional freight, and if 150 
per cent higher, 9 p**r cent higher 
rate. 
Of course this can have no 
effect except in case of loss or in­ 
jury to tin* live stock. If a steer is 
lost under th** regular 
contract 
the shipper would have no right 
to ask more than $50 p«*r st«»«*r, a 
calf or hog $10 and so on.

A boll w’eevil exterm inating at­ 
tachment for a cultivator was dem 
onstrated here Thursday by Mr. 
Rishel of Corpus Christi. The ma­ 
chine is constructed 
along 
the 
lines laid down by the department 
of agriculture. The pans filled w’ith 
kerosene oil w’ith rods to shake 
the cotton stalks, bending them 
so that the dam aged squares and 
w eevils w’ill fall into the oil are 
attached to the cultivator. 
The 
pans are arranged to run close up 
to the stalks on each side. 
It was the general opinion 
of 
those who saw the dem onstration 
that a great deal of good could be 
done w’ith the attachm ent it’ used 
regularly and system atically. 
Mr. Rishel will place an agent 
here and, it is likely have the at­ 
tachm ent on sale before very long.

business done by each individual. 
Bv being bonded the company 
is bound to deal fairly w’ith its 
customers.

Some Early Comanche 
History Preserved In Chief 


JOHN WESLEY HARDIN 


Trial of the Most Noted Criminal 
Case in the History of the 
County 


It is not generally known out­ 
side this county that tin- notorious 
desperado, whose name heads this 
column, was tried, convicted and 
'»entenced to the penitentiary from 
our court. In May 1871 he came 
into the county with his “ g an g ” 
of about a dozen men and terror­ 
ized the inhabitants to some ex­ 
tent, though committing no partic­ 
ular outrages prior to the act in 
question. 
One morning in 1874 .lie came 
w ith several of his men and a tt e n ­ 
ded a horse race near town. There 
he had a quarrel with one of his 
pals, and later coming into town 
from the race track proceeded to 
“ tank u p ” at tin* saloons. 
Then 
he began to stir up trouble which 
ended in the tragedy that 
cost 
him his liberty. 
The Chief located the papers in 
the case among the old tiles in the 
District C lerk’s office, and in these 
papers found a 
“ statement 
of 
facts” prepared by Judge Л. R. 
Fleming, tin* District Judge, for 
the appeal, had presented 
them 
here as a m atter of historic inter­ 
est to the readers. 
The case was No. 435 <tfi tbe 
docket, and was tried at the Sep­ 
tember term, 1877, more than thyee 
years after the commission of the 
offense. S. C. Buck, district attor­ 
n e y and N. R. Lindsey, county at- 
‘ torney, prosecuted the case, and 
X Hardin was represented by N ug­ 
ent of Stephenville, W. S. J. A d­ 
ams, G. R. H art, Mr. Renick and 
Mr. Lipscomb, whose names ap­ 
pear to the papers on file. 
The testimony showed the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
Jas. Carnes Jr., testified that the 
killing occurred at the N. E. cor­ 
ner of the square. He was stand­ 
ing on the 
east 
side 
of Jack 
W rig h t’s saloon with his brother 
and Jam es Taylor. 
John Wesley 
H ardin and F rank Wilson w’ere 
standing near him. Charlie W ebb 
came around th corner 
of 
the 
building, and H ardin said:” There 
i 
comes that — Brown county sher-

iff now.” Webb came on as he in­ 
tended to go into the side door of 
the saloon when 
Hardin 
halted 
him and asked if he was not the 
sheriff of Brown county. 
Webb 
siad, “ No, I am the deputy sher­ 
iff.” Hardin then asked if he had 
any papers for him,to which Webb 
replied that he did not know him. 
Hardin then said, ” 1 am that — 
desperado, John Wesley Hardin, 
as people call me, now you know 
me.” Webb said he had no papers 
for him. 
H ardin asked him what 
he had in his hand and Webb re i 
plied, “ Nothing but a cigar," andj 
showed his hand. 
Hardin 
then 
said, “ I heard that you said John 
Carnes was no sheriff,” and Webb 
answered that he had said nothing 
of the kind. 
Lawyer Thurmond, 
who was standing in the street be­ 
tween E lliott’s store and the sa­ 
loon. called to Webb 
and said, 
Charlie, come 
here, 
whereupon 
Hardin turned to Thurmond and 
said. “ 1 am tending to 
t harlie 
now.” Webb started 
to 
go 
to 
Thurmond, 
and 
Hardin 
said, 
“ You can't go off from me in that 
w ay.” Webb then 
stopped back 
and said, “ No, — you, I am not 
afraid of you,” drew his pistol and 
fired before he got it presented. 
Taylor, Hardin and Dickson 
all 
fired at Webb, killing him. When 
W ebb fell H ardin 
said, “ Shoot 
them every — one. 
and 1 ran. 
The time was 
nearly 
sundown. 
Hardin and W ebb fired very close 
together though Webb fired first. 
H ardin was in front 
of Webb, 
Taylor on his left and Dickson on 
his right. W hen Webb fell he bud 
his pistol on his knee and fired at 
Hardin. 
# 
I saw the shot in his right cheek. 
Did not examine the other wounds.

Taylor and 1 went out also, 
Taylor advised John Weslev not 
to drink any more,
